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Protesters take to the 
Dyke for Kylie concert

INDIGNANT residents took to the 
Devil’s Dyke to protest over the 
path’s diversion on safety grounds 
as Kylie Minogue performed at 
Newmarket Nights. 

When the Australian superstar 
took to the stage on Friday, people 
had gathered at the Dyke to dem¬ 
onstrate against the decision which 
means they can no longer see the 
stage from there on concert nights. 

However, racecourse chief Amy 
Starkey, who welcomes 350,000 
racing visitors every year, told the 
News the decision must stand in 
the interests of public safety. 

The regional director east of Jock¬ 
ey Club Racecourses said: “I would 
much rather be criticised for this 
decision rather than the injury or 
worse to any person in relation to 
the Devil’s Dyke. 

“There is a risk... during the hours 
of darkness and it’s my responsibil¬ 
ity to minimise the risk.” 

She stressed:“This is not about 
profiteering - it’s about keep¬ 
ing people safe. Every penny that 
we make we reinvest back into 
horseracing. 

“We care about Newmarket and 
we care about the community.” 


The move was taken by Newmar¬ 
ket Racecourses and the Safety Ad¬ 
visory Group, made up of officials 
from Cambridgeshire councils, 
police, fire and ambulance repre¬ 
sentatives, and other organisations. 

Malcolm Taylor, chairman of 
the Safety Advisory Group at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, pre¬ 
viously said that the “most sensible 
course of action” was to divert the 
footpath so people were not on the 
high earthwork during the concerts 
in the dark. 

The path was diverted from the 
top of the Dyke to the heath run¬ 
ning alongside it on the Rowley 
Mile side. The same diversion will 


be in place on every evening of 
Newmarket Nights, which end with 
Spandau Ballet on August 14. 

However, Brian Morley, who has 
set up a Facebook group to protest 
against the path’s diversion, at¬ 
tracting more than 500 supporters, 
branded the decision “ludicrous”. 
He displayed placards on the 
roundabout outside the July Course 
on the afternoon of the concert. 

He said: “You can get two Nation¬ 
al Express buses across where they 
are saying the danger point is. We 
are just aggrieved. Our first protest 
went well -1 stayed out on the road 
for three hours and then I went to 
the Dyke. There was something 


profound about it.” 

Mick Smith, of Freshfields, New¬ 
market, who also went to the Dyke, 
said the “normal” crowd of people 
had gathered as the “bulldog spirit” 
surfaced. 

He said: “There was a small group 
of people, probably about 50 to 60 
people up there and they were just 
coming as normal to enjoy the con¬ 
cert. Everyone brought their chairs 
and their children came along to 
watch Kylie. The atmosphere was 
really good.” 

Amy Starkey said the decision 
had to be taken for the safety of 
customers. 

“The overwhelming thing is that 


I understand that the decision has 
been criticised by a small number 
of people but I have, alongside the 
Safety Advisory Group of the lo¬ 
cal authority and the emergency 
services, a responsibility to keep 
all of my racecourse customers, as 
well as anyone associated with the 
event, safe,” she explained. 

“I take that responsibility seri¬ 
ously and we are resolute that the 
decision to divert Devil’s Dyke to a 
safe area during the hours of dark¬ 
ness was absolutely the right deci¬ 
sion.” 

She added: “There have been 
an ever increasing number of in¬ 
cidents relating to Devil’s Dyke on 
the Friday nights which made the 
decision to divert the Dyke an easy 
one.” 

The racecourse welcomes 
350,000 racing customers annually, 
with that number increasing by 
50,000 people this year. 

The racecourse chief added: “Fri¬ 
day night was something for New¬ 
market to celebrate. 

“There were 22,000 people that 
welcomed Kylie to Newmarket. 
Sadly there were a few people in¬ 
cluding one man who chose to 
protest about Devil’s Dyke, but that 
does not overshadow what was a 
great night for the racecourse and 
the town.”

Quick-thinking 
man saves a life 


A QUICK-THINKING air¬ 
man used his first aid skills 
to save the life of a woman 
who was having a seizure. 

Erik Walker, of RAF Lak- 
enheath, spotted the wom¬ 
an “slumped over on the 
ground” as he walked to 
work in Red Lodge. 

The airfield systems tech¬ 
nician said: “I held her head 
to protect her as much as I 
could and notified a passer¬ 
by to contact the paramed¬ 
ics as I was making sure it 
was safe.” 

Doug Webb, who lives 
locally, and saw Mr Walker 
helping the “frail” woman, 
said: “I hurried over and 
saw that he was trying to 
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keep her as comfortable as 
possible whilst preventing 
her from hurting herself. 

“He was very calm and 
collected, and very gentle¬ 
manly.” 

While they waited for the 
paramedics, the woman 
had another seizure. 

Mr Webb added: “She 
was struggling and banging 
Airman Walker’s arms but 
he carried on soothing her 
and showed no discomfort. 

“In this day and age, it re¬ 
newed my faith in human 
nature to see that there are 
people who, despite all the 


urgencies in their lives, still 
care.” 

The woman was taken to 
hospital after the incident 
on June 8.

Drink driver could face prison 


A PROFESSIONAL driver 
was three times over the 
drink-drive limit when he 
left the scene of a collision, 
a court was told. 

John Duffy pleaded guilty 
to drink-driving and failing 
to stop following an acci¬ 
dent, at Cambridge Magis¬ 
trates’ Court. 

Duffy, 48, of Reach Road, 
Burwell, drove away with¬ 
out swapping details fol¬ 
lowing the collision at 


Dullingham Crossroads on 
December 18. 

Officers traced him to his 
place of work, where he re¬ 
fused to give a breath test 
because he was wearing a 
pacemaker. 

A sample, taken after his 
arrest, showed 343mg of 
alcohol in 100ml of urine. 
The legal limit is 107mg. 

Magistrates were told 
that Duffy, who works as 
a driver in the racehorse 


industry, was disqualified 
from driving in 2011 for 
drink-driving. He was sen¬ 
tenced to a 24-month ban 
at this point, having had 
115mg of alcohol in 100ml 
of breath. The legal limit is 
35mg. 

Duffy is due to be sen¬ 
tenced on July 10, with 
Brenda Anderson, chair¬ 
woman of the bench, warn¬ 
ing that a custodial sen¬ 
tence could be “possible”.

The singer, who has a string of hit songs to 
her name, also enjoyed lunch at the Jockey 
Club Rooms in the town. 

Lissie added: “We really appreciated that 
Kylie and her team could take the time out 
of their busy schedule to explore and learn 
more about the unique attractions of the 
town.” 

After her visit, Kylie shared a video of her 
meeting Frankel on her Twitter page, saying 
“that was fun!”. 

And while she was here, the I Should Be So 
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Lucky singer also sent a personal message to 
an injured volunteer who was too ill to go to 
her concert. 

St John Ambulance worker Bryony Charles, 
23, was still in hospital after being hit by a 
stock car at Foxhall Stadium, in Ipswich. 

Bryony was “devastated” at missing Ky¬ 
lie’s concert after having to have surgery on 
her knee. But when friends contacted Ky¬ 
lie ahead of the outdoor Newmarket Nights 
show, the kind-hearted singer sent a signed 
photograph and a personalised video mes¬ 
sage to her hospital bed. 

Bryony’s mum Debbie Charles, 45, who 
works for Suffolk County Council’s hate crime 
service, said: “It’s just shown that people do 
care and messages of support will help.” 

Bryony, from Stowmarket, was one of three 
people injured when a car hit two St John 
Ambulance volunteers and a forklift truck 
driver. She will still need reconstructive sur¬ 
gery on her knee for ligament damage.

Gang jailed for 
102 burglaries

A GANG of thieves who stole 
nearly £1 million in a crime 
spree across East Anglia, in¬ 
cluding Newmarket, Cheve- 
ley and Fordham, have been 
jailed. 

Joseph Mahon, 20, of Fan - 
shawe Road, Coleridge, ad¬ 
mitted conspiracy to com¬ 
mit burglary alongside Fuke 
Wall, Teresa Connors and 
Kyle Shillingford. 

Robert Butler, 31, of Filli- 
put Road, Romford, denied 
conspiracy to commit bur¬ 
glary but was convicted after 
a trial. They were sentenced 
at Ipswich Crown Court. 

The burglaries and thefts 
were carried out in New¬ 
market, Cheveley and Ford- 
ham as well as other areas 
nearby including Melbourn, 
Impington, Cambridge, Hil¬ 
ton, Bar Hill, Trumpington, 
Histon, Girton, Cottenham, 
Milton, and Cherry Hinton. 

Six burglaries were com¬ 
mitted in one day in March 
last year. 

The gang was involved in

102 burglaries across the re¬ 
gion between March 18 and 
September 29, 2014. 

The property stolen 
amounted to £970,000 of 
which around £159,000 
worth was recovered. 

Items stolen included 
cars, cash, computer equip¬ 
ment and jewellery, much of 
which was sold on. 

Wall, 24, and Connors, 21, 
both of Feicester Road, Til¬ 
bury, took pictures of them¬ 
selves staying in a luxury 


penthouse at a hotel in Fon- 
don’s Docklands, showing 
off their ill-gotten gains. 

Wall was jailed for eight 
years, Butler for seven years, 
Mahon for 40 months and 
Connors for eight months. 
Shillingford was jailed for 28 
months. 

Insp Paul Maleary said: 
“The investigation team 
brought about conspiracy 
evidence for more than 100 
burglaries committed by 
different members of this 
group. 

“I suspect that they prob¬ 
ably committed many more. 
Wall in particular showed a 
blatant disregard for the vic¬ 
tims’ feelings as often sen¬ 
timental items of jewellery 
were stolen that have not 
been recovered. 

“He drove so dangerously 
on a number of occasions 
when police attempted to 
stop him and placed the po¬ 
lice and the public in such 
danger that any pursuit was 
immediately cancelled on 
the grounds of public safe¬ 
ty.”

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Self-building a home is ultimate plot 



If you dream of building your 
own home, you first need to 
find a plot of land to build it 
on and then an architect to 
design it. 

1. Finding a plot of land with 
detailed planning permis¬ 
sion for a house is a safe bet, 
but, of course, it may not be 
the house you want to build. 

Unless the plans can be 
changed, you may prefer to 
take a risk on a plot with¬ 
out planning permission, or 
with outline planning per¬ 
mission. The latter grants 
permission on the principle 
that the land can be devel¬ 
oped, while detailed plan¬ 
ning specifies the design of 
the building. 

2. You can search for land 
on property websites like 
zoopla.co.uk and right- 
move, co.uk, where it’s for 
sale through estate agents. 
Land agents, who special¬ 
ise in selling land, and auc¬ 
tion houses are often a bet¬ 
ter bet, as are specialist plot 
websites, such as PlotSearch 
at buildstore.co.uk. Local 
newspapers and property 
magazines may contain ads 
for land for sale, or you could 
place a ‘land wanted’ ad. You 


could even drive around 
your search area, looking for 
land that’s for sale or may be 
suitable as a building plot. 

3. Don’t discount existing 
buildings - knocking some¬ 
thing down and starting 
again can be a good way to 
get a great plot. As well as 
the location and chances of 
obtaining planning permis¬ 
sion, consider the value of 
the land (or rather its value 
to you) and how you can get 
services and vehicles to it. 
Poor access will make the 
project harder and more ex¬ 
pensive, and could even stop 
it getting off the ground. 

4. As well as a plot, a good 
architect is essential. Not 
only will they translate your 
vision into reality, they can 
also enhance it with ideas of 
their own, coming up with 
things you hadn’t thought 
of and solving problems. A 
good architect will also help 
you obtain planning permis¬ 
sion, can manage the build 
and the pre-build process, 
and can source and manage 
the various professionals 
and contractors needed. 

5. One of the great things 
about self-building is that 


it’s easy to make your home 
environmentally friendly 
because you’re starting from 
scratch. 

As well as obvious things, 
like insulating as much as 


possible and choosing en¬ 
ergy-efficient windows, self¬ 
builders can incorporate big 
eco home improvements, 
such as solar panels, heat 
pumps and grey-water recy¬ 


cling systems in a more cost- 
effective way than home- 
owners who have to retrofit 
them. Combine measures 
like these with environmen- 
tally-friendly building mate¬ 


rials and you can create an 
extremely green self-build. 
Ask your architect about this 
at an early stage so it can be 
incorporated into the de¬ 
sign.

Parents ‘sick’ 
over jail term 


THE parents of children 
battling cancer who were 
treated by paedophile doc¬ 
tor Myles Bradbury of Her- 
ringswell, near Newmarket, 
are sickened after his jail 
term was slashed. 

One mother, whose son 
was being seen by the on¬ 
cologist at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, has told of her 
shock and how other 
familes are appalled after 
the child cancer doctor who 
abused 18 boys had his 22- 
year jail sentence slashed by 
the Court of Appeal. 

He must now serve two- 
thirds of the 16 years im¬ 
posed as part of the extend¬ 
ed sentence before he can 
apply for parole. 

Bradbury, 42, who worked 
as a paediatric consult¬ 
ant haematologist in Cam¬ 
bridge, had his custodial 
term reduced by three judg¬ 
es at the Court of Appeal in 
London. 

The mother said: “This 
sickening news has been a

complete shock to myself 
and other victims’ parents. 
It has left an uneasy feeling 
amongst everyone I’ve spo¬ 
ken to. 

“I’m absolutely lost for 
words and think yet again 
the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem has failed again in this 
country as it has in many 
cases. 

“It just makes you wonder 
what the future holds and 
with victims coming for¬ 
ward with such crimes.” 

Bradbury, who was de¬ 
scribed by the trial judge 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
as one of the worst paedo¬ 
philes he had ever seen, 
watched proceedings last 
week via video-link from 
prison on the Isle of Wight. 

He was jailed in Decem¬ 
ber after pleading guilty 
to more than 20 offences, 
including sexual assault, 
voyeurism and possessing 


more than 16,000 indecent 
images, involving boys aged 
between 10 and 16. 

All of the victims suffered 
from leukaemia, haemo¬ 
philia or other serious con¬ 
ditions. Some have since 
died. 

Bradbury filmed some of 
them using a spy pen and 
abused others behind a 
curtain while their parents 
were in the room. 

The mother, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, 
added: “My son is doing well 
and still fighting the disease 
but I and other mothers 
want to know what Brad¬ 
bury had on his spy pen.” 

Bradbury was described 
as a “cold and calculating 
monster” and he has since 
refused to speak about 
the number of children he 
abused. 

He would target young 
boys and abuse them be¬ 
hind screens, often while 
their parents were still in 
the room.

Postponed set 
for George tilt 


LUCA Cumani remains keen on a tilt at the 
King George VI And Queen Elizabeth Stakes 
with Postponed following a creditable effort 
at Royal Ascot. 

The master of Bedford House endured a 
slightly frustrating week at the showpiece 
fixture as although almost all of his repre¬ 
sentatives ran well, he failed to get into the 
hallowed winner’s enclosure. 

Postponed was a case in point, finishing 
a fine third in Saturday’s Hardwicke Stakes 
as Snow Sky, a horse Cumani’s charge beat 
comprehensively in last summer’s Great 
Voltigeur at York, dominated from the front. 

Cumani feels the result may have been 
different had the pace been stronger and he 
is happy to have another crack at the winner 
back at Ascot on July 25. 

“It was a bit of a frustrating week, but we had 
seven runners and five of them were in the first 
four, so they did run well,” said Cumani. 

“Postponed ran a good race. Good luck to 
the winner, who won well on the day, but it 


wasn’t a truly-run race. 

“I think our horse ran well in the circum¬ 
stances and I think we’ll let him take his 
chance in the King George.” 

Another horse to perform well in defeat for 
the trainer was Pamona, who finished third 
in the Ribblesdale Stakes. 

Mizzou was one of the leading contenders 
for Thursday’s Gold Cup, but came up a little 
short in seventh place. 

Cumani said: “Pamona ran very well. She 
didn’t have an easy passage, but she ran a 
good race. 

“We haven’t made any plans. It’s such 
a busy week at Ascot and we haven’t had 
chance to discuss things, so we’ll just let the 
dust settle. 

“Mizzou was held up in a slowly-run race 
and we were caught out of position, but he 
didn’t run a bad race and wasn’t beaten far. 

“It was a bit more experience for him and 
we might look at the Lonsdale Cup (at York) 
for him now.” 


Matron target for Rizeena 


RIZEENA is likely to head to Ireland for an 
attempt to go one place better than last year 
in the Coolmore Fastnet Rock Matron Stakes. 

Clive Brittain’s filly suffered her first defeat 
at Ascot in four runs when second to Amaz¬ 
ing Maria in the Duke of Cambridge Stakes. 

Having won the Queen Mary in 2013 and 
the Coronation Stakes 12 months ago, she was 
going for a unique treble at the Royal meeting. 

While she had to settle for second, she 
did at least return to her best form having 
disappointed on her seasonal return. 

“She’s come out of it well, she was just in 
front too soon,” said Brittain. 

“There was no pace and William (Buick) 
was going so well and had the favourite 
(Integral) beat he had to kick, but when she 
gets in front she lingers and the winner had 
time to cut her down. 

“Ascot is her track, she loves it, but unfor¬ 
tunately for once it was not her day there. 

“She’s in the Falmouth but I think we’ll go 


for the Matron in Ireland in which she just 
got beat last year. 

“One thing we do know is that she’s back 
to her best.” 

John Gosden has raised the possibility of 
running impressive Derby winner Golden 
Horn in both the Coral-Eclipse and the King 
George VI And Queen Elizabeth Stakes. 

While there were stamina doubts heading 
to Epsom for the Cape Cross colt, the way he 
powered away from stablemate Jack Hobbs 
answered all those questions. 

Gosden immediately pointed to the Eclipse 
as his next port of call but having won the 
King George with last year’s Oaks winner 
Taghrooda, he is once again eyeing the mid¬ 
summer highlight with a three-year-old. 

The Clarehaven handler also holds 
a strong hand with his older horses for 
Ascot, though, with Eagle Top and possibly 
Wolferton Handicap winner Mahsoob in the 
frame.”
